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In the first episode the as of 
1867 are portrayed in song and pan- 
tomime. A replica of the original M. 
& Brothers company store is 
shown with patrons moving in and 
out.

Beautiful Scenes. 


In the next seene the Rich store 
of 1880 is shown. Friends are seen 
greeting each other and inspecting 
the bargains. The social life of the 
day is depicted, costumes of the men 
and women being of that period. An 
innovation in this scene is a demon- 
stration of the telephone which was 
installed for the first time in the 
Rich store in 1881, just a few years 
after its invention.

The finale was episode five and was 
spectacular number.

The Atlanta of 1867 
is represented by the symbolic figure 
of Atlanta, the “Gate City of the 
South.’

With everyone in the cast on the 
stage the finale comes with the sing- 
ing of the anniversary song written 
by Mrs, Louise Gloer, a member of 
the Rich organization. The final song 
was “Dixie,’’ and the audience joined 
in the chorus. 

The great crowd swarmed all over 
the big auditorium. The pageant was 
presented free to the people of At- 
lanta by the Rich employees. Many 
prominent citizens of Atlanta, includ- 
ing officials, newspaper executives 
and business men occupied boxes at 
the performance, 

The show unquestionably was one 
of the most enjoyable and one of the 
most finished productions of its kind 
ever presented here.

Under 
the banking lend of this state every 
insolvent is held to be fraudulently 
insolvent until its officers and (i- 
rectors have shown that the institu- 
tion’s affairs were legally administer- 
ed. The penalty for this violation is 
from one to ten years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Charge Charter Violation. 


One indictment was _ returned 
against each of the officers and di- 
rectors charging them with a viola- 
tion of the iustitution’s charter in that 
they permitted V. L. Brown, the vice 
president, to serve in the capacity of 
that office, also on the board of di- 
rectors, without owning any of the 
banking stock. 

One indictment charges 8S. B. 
Brown, Sr., cashier; V. L. Brown, 
vice president, and A. M. Solomon, 
director, with verifying a false report 
to the superintendent of banks on July 
12, 1924, which report is said to have 
shown that there were no worthless or 
doubgful loans made from the insti- 
tution, when exammation of the 
bank’s records just- a week later 
showed doubtful loans amounting to 
$61,000 and worthless loans amount- 
ing to $96,000. The punishment on 
this charge is from one to five years 
in the penitentiary. 

Four indictments returned against 
S, B. Brown, Sr., cashier, charges 
him with having received deposits 
after he had reason: to believe that 
the bank was insolvent. This viola- 
tion is ‘subject to a penalty of from 
one to 10 years. 

Thirteen indictments were returned 
charging the officers #nd directors 
with borrowing nee without having 
the loan approved by the majority 
of the board of directors. These in- 
dictments are distributed as follows: 
One against the cashier; two against 
the president; two against the vice 
president; two against A. M. Solo- 
mon, director : two against R. E.

Message Brief. 


In transmitting the debt settlement. 
President Coolidge sent only a _ brief 
message to congress.

“1 believe that the settlement upon 
the terms set forth in the agreement 
is fair and just to both governments 
and recommend its approval.” 

While the agreement contains no 
security clause relating to German 
reparations, it carries provisions simi- 
lar to the other debt settlements, pro- 
viding for temporarily postponing an- 
nual payments in cases of emergency. 
Under the terms of this clause up to 
1932 France, upon 90 days’ notice, can 
suspend for three years that part of 
any annual payment exceeding $20,- 
000,000, while after that time it can 
suspend all of any annual payment for 
a like period of-time.

Will Feel Effects Soon. 
Some industrial towns have a three

Conversion. 


In the biography of Mussolini by 
Margherita Sarfati, just published by 
Frederick Stokes company, the evolu- 
tion of the “duce” from ultra-radi- 
cal socialist, whose idols were the Rus- 
sian nihilists, to the most ardent of 
nationalist patriots next to D’Annun- 
zio, forms an interesting chapter in 
the life of the man, on whom Lenin 
and the leader of the world-red 
movement had their hopes for a dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat in Italy. 
When a delegation of Italian work- 
men appeared in Moscow, Lenin 
told them: “You have lost Mussolini.

His bookcase in the edi- 
torial ‘room was usually fuller of 


bombs than of books. He was ap- 
parently ready to back up his agita- 
tion with a little thunder and blood- 
shed.

Eleven times he was thrown in pris- 
on. The war changed him from in- 
ternationalist to patriot. But on his 
rise to power he had not forgotten 
the lessons learned from his earlier

Room In 
Mosul. 


A visit to Mosul now is like a 


visit to a community just awakened 
out of, a long sleep. It is not so 
much that one sees in the stréeéts any 
outward and visible signs of great 
rejoicing ; that kind of thing is not 
in the nature of the people, so writes 
a Manchester Guardian observer from 
Bagdad. The town and district seem 
to be reviving. It has taken a new 
lease on life, now that the difficul- 
ties over its possession hare n 
settled for the time being. The town, 
at first appearance, we learn, looks 
little altered from what it was two 
or three years ago. Little has been 
done to rebuild the bazaars or re- 
construct the property torn down 
for the making of the great main 
thoroughfares which cuts right 
through. the heart of the town. Never- 
theless the poorest man in Mosul 
lives in a stone house and has streets 
of paved stone to walk in in’ wet 
weather; at a time when Bagdad’s 
flimsy brick dwellings are tumbling 
down with the rain, and her streets 
are thick with mud. In Bagdad, if 
you visit the public baths or ham- 
mams, you will find the arrangements 
clean but extremely primitive; in 
Mosul the visitor who wishes to shed 
the dust of the road is ushered into 
a place of large halis, with carpets 
spread on the walls and the settees, 
and with the interior bathing room 
itself constructed on nothing less than 
marble, which is so cheap in Mosul 
that nobody takes any notice of it.

The 
misguided girl or woman who per- 
mits anybody to inject paraffin in 
her face or any other part of - the 
body merely for “beauty” culture, is 
taking a long chance. 

A reputable plastic surgeon calls 
my attention to a recent blurb in a 
newspaper “beauty expert’’ who at- 
tempt to describe something of 
which she was obviously ignorant, 
among other things telling the reader 
that a plastic operation on the nose 
is done by external cutting. That 
would be a fair way to mutilate the 
nose, but if the purpose is to correct 
no external incision; he operates from 
a cosmetic defect the sugeon makes 
within the nose. Sometimes these 
“beauty experts” are in cahoots with 
quacks who perhaps would commit 
such an gtrocity on a dupe if they 
had the opportunity. A great deal of 
yisinformation relating to the wonders 
of plastic or cosmetic surgery has 
been given by alleged heauty experts 
through the women’s magazines and 
women’s pages in néwespapers. 

When a writer without medical 
training tries to tell the public about 
a new curé or remédy, a new opera- 
tion, in fact, any medical or surgical 
development, almost invariably he gets 
more fiction than truth in his story. 
Even the news stories about medical 
discoveries are usually humorous—to 
the reader who has medical knowl- 
edge, though too often tragic to the 
layman, because these highly colored 
yarns so often hold out false hope to 
suffering people. and prompt them, if 
they believe mich they read in the 
papers, to neglect/proper care or treat.

Coast Line is far below the actual 
value of the road. Judge Sibley de- 
clined to delay the foreclosure proceed- 
ings, stating that the stockholders have 
had five. years in which to make count- 
er proposals for the operation of the 
road and even now can come forward 
at the fereclosure sale and. bid for 
the road in eompetition to the Atlan- 
tie Coast Line. 

The stockholders asked for the ap- 
pointment of a special master to take 
evidence in regard to the value of the 
road but Judge Sibley declined to 
make this appointment, declaring that 
a special master will consider the fair- 
ness of the bids at the foreclosure sale. 

The hearing to decide on the fair- 
ness of the plan will be held May 14. 
Later, Special Master Albert Foster, 
of Madison, will set a date for the sub- 
mission of bids for the railroad under 
the foreclosure proceedings. 

Attorneys for the stockholders de- 
clared that the railroad is to be sold 
for about $7.000,000 when it is really 
worth $30,000,000.

NORWOOD DISCUSSES 
ELIGOUS MYST 


Richmond, Va., April 30.—(4)— 
Religion may be a timorous acqui- 
escence of man to a tradition, but it 
only begins to be mystical when man 
faces his fears and discovers that the 
Kingdom of God comes not with side 
glances into the shadow of the trail, 
the Rev. Robert Norwood, D. D., ree- 
tor of St. Bartholomew's church, New 


York city, today told the National 
Congress of the Episcopal church at 
its closing session here. 

“The manifestation of the conscious- 
ness of mysticism is varied and fre- 


ligion is q relationship, first of man 
to God and second, of man to his 
fellows.”’* Dr. Norton was speaking 
on the “Place of Mysticism in Re 
ligion.” , 
“The most practical of mystics de- 
elares there is a diversity of gifts.” 
he .said, “but the same spirit; a dif- 
ference in administration, but the 
same Lord; a difference of operation, 
but a God which worketh all in all.” 
He deplored the tendency, which, 
since the world war, has witnessed the 
ing of the country with a wave 
of occultism, a wave of interest in 
ouija boards, trumpets, dark cabinets, 
spirit photographs, the *#ar‘ous cults 
of healing, deep breathing and Coue- 


ism. 

“*An evil and adulterous genera- 
tion seeketh after a sign,’” he quoted. 
and his reaction, he said, convinced 
him that “Christianity is a synthesis 
of mystical experiences; mysticism is 
central to religion and there is no 


i sustaining core in religion when mys- 


ticism has been removed.” 
The 52nd annual meet adjourned 
this afternoon. The congress was at- 


tended by Episcopal clergy from 
throughout the United States.

Washington, April 30.—(#)—The 
part played by Chairman Smoot of 
the senate finance committee in the 
celebrated sugar tariff controversy 
was inquired into today by the sen- 
ate tariff investigating committee.

Salmon Canning Industry 
Shown in Novel M ovie Film 


Entertaining and instructive movie 
sidelichts of the salmon industry as 
it is carried on in ‘the northwest were 
shown Saturday afternoon to 4 rep- 
resentative group of Atlanta salmon 
brokers and others at the Graphic 
Film corporation theater, 24 Nassau 
street. 

The picture was brought here un- 
der the direction of G. C. Teal, of 
Seattle. Wash., secretary of the Pa- 
cific Canned Fish Brokers’: associa- 
tion; In addition to showing’ the film, 
Mr. Teal gave a lecture onthe salmon 
industry, the use of salmon as a food, 
and other points pertaining to the in- 
dustry. ° 

In his talk he urged the increase of 
salmon as a food and declared that 
the public is being deceived to a great 
extent as to the nutritive values of 
various kinds of salmon. He told of 
the methods of catching the fish dn 
the northwest and gave a history of 
the industry and the many methods 
used in packing. 

“As to the difference in food val- 
ues of the various kinds of salmon,” 
he explained, “‘there is little differ- 
ence in nutrition. Many people have 
the idea that red salmon are of much 
better quality as to taste and nutri- 
tion. but this is incorrect. 

“There is little if anv difference in 
taste and many tests have failed to 


reveal a difference in food values. 
There are many more of the pink 
salmon and chumps and the red sal- 
mon look more appetizing, this caus- 
ing a difference in prices.” 

The film showed interesting pic- 
tures of the methods of catching the 
fish in swarms. Gill nets and traps 
are used Jargely, and the picture gave 
the story of the canning industry from 
the time fish are caught until packed 
and labeled in. cans. 

One entire film was taken in Alas- 
ka and parts of a second film shown 
was; taken at Puget Sound, Mr. Teal 
said. 'Le.give his audience an idea ‘of 
the magnitude of the industry in his 
association alone, Mr. Teal said that 
3,000,000 cans of salmon are shipped 
yearly by the Pacific Canned Fish 
Brokers’ association. 

Ninety canneries are operated un- 
der the association, Mr, Teal said, and 
are stretched. from Puget Sound 
through British Columbia and to high 
points in Alaska; he said. 

Mr. Teal. who is accompanying the 
film, is well acquainted with the in- 
dustry.

“Such surplus: power as from time 
to time is generated over the require- 
ments for fertilizer production is, un- 
der the bid, to be distributed in the 
southeastern territory which, of course 
includes the state of Georgia. This 
power is to be utilized -by the people 
in all parts of the territory under 
regulation by the states: in which 
the various companies operate. 
“This means of course that power 
from Muscle Shoals will serve the 
whole territory at fair rates subject 
to regulation instead of having its use 
confined exclusively to the industries 
at the site of the development at Mus- 
ele Shoals.
